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What appears on the next five pages 

are reconstructed, reduced images of 

oversized pages 34-37 of the score as 

constructed by the composer, and an 
image of pages 36-37 of the open 

score with one side unfolded and the 
other not. These constructed pages 

measure 24.5” in height except for pg. 

34, which is only 21.75” 


(These are shown on pages 45-52 of this 
document in pairs of full width, partial images 
with the duplicated portion of each image in 
shadow on the second page of each pair.) 
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All instruments are notated in this score in concert pitch. To keep the material 
within the confines of pre-printed staff paper, it was necessary to employ a num- 
ber of uusual clef transpositions in the score. The extracted parts, however, 
have been tranposed when necessary and appear on clefs traditionally associated 
with the particular instrument. Diagramatic notation has been extracted in tra- 
ditional notation to facilitate performance.
